Oyer & Terminer, Juſtices of Allize and Goat-delivery, Juſtices of Peace; Payozs, 
2Bayliffs, and all other Our Officers whatſoever, That they be cirtumlpett and vigilant, each 
bf them in their ſeveral Charges and Juriſdictions, to Inkoꝛce, and put in Execution, all the 
Laws now in fozce againſt unlawful Conventicles- And further, Dur Will and Pleaſure 

is, And We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command Our laid Magiſtrates and Officers, 

That they and every of them in their ſeveral places, do take care fo2 the pꝛelervation of the 
Peace of this Kingdom, againſt unlawful Aſſemblies of Papiſts and Non-Confozmilts, 


Given at Our Court at Whitehall the Tenth day of March; In the Twentieth year of Our Reign. 1665.
